2 New Yorkers Win $196,000 In Sweepstakes 
| Two New Yorkers—a $60-a-week clothing firm 
shipping clerk and a publicity-shy engineer—won a 
total windfall of $196,000 in the Irish Hospital 
Sweepstakes at Newmarket, England. 

Biggest money winner was 52-year-old Raymond 
Wallace, a bachelor and 21-year veteran employe of 
the Harry Kaiser clothing firm, who will pick up 
$140,000 (minus taxes) from his ticket on the first 
place horse, Minstrel. Cornelius Foote Jr., a Brook- 
lyn engineer, will collect $56,000 (minus taxes) on a 
second place ticket. 

JET reporters visiting his home were told that 
Foote wanted no publicity and family members re- 
fused to give out any information. However, jubilant 
Wallace, readily available to newsmen, danced with 
his employer, exclaiming: “I’m not really excited, 
just very, very happy.” “I have no plans until I get 
the money in my hands” he told JET. “I don’t in- 
tend to quit my job, not for a while anyway.” 
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Boss Harry Kaiser congratulates winner Wallace. 


Wallace said he might realize a long-held dream and 
buy a “pretty little house” somewhere on the outskirts 
of town. But, countered Wallace, “believe me, I won’t 
buy a Cadillac.” 

A native of North Carolina, Wallace said he attended 
school until the eighth grade, then came to New York 
seeking work. He said that he bought sweepstakes 
tickets “for many years,” but this is the first time he 
won.

The operators of a Mineola, L. I., barbershop—two 
brothers—who cut the hair of light-skinned Ernest G. 
Chadwick but refused to cut the hair of his dark-skinned, 
six-year-old son, were ordered to pay $100 damages to 
Chadwick in Mineola District Court. Earlier, a jury ac- 
quitted brothers Salvatore and Rocco Greco of criminal 
violation of the state civil rights law in refusing to cut 
the boy’s hair. Chadwick said the barbers complained the 
boy’s hair was “too thick” and they didn’t have the “prop- 
er equipment.” 


Col. Davis Becomes Ist Negro Air Force General 

Col. Benjamin O. Davis Jr., 41-year-old son of retired 
Brig. General B. O. Davis, the first Negro Army general, 
was promoted to the rank of brigadier general by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and became the first Negro ever to hold 
that rank in the Air Force. Now serving in Japan as 
director of operations and training of the Far East Air 
Forces, Davis, a West Point graduate and native of Wash- 
ington, flew 60 combat missions as commander of the 
332nd Fighter Group in Italy during World War II. He 
also commanded the 99th Pursuit Squadron, first all- 
Negro flying group to see combat duty.

Coleman Holt, charged that the officers broke both his 
jaws, loosened his teeth, cut and bruised his face, then 
falsely arrested him. Johnson said his head had to be 
placed in a cast as a result of the beating. 
N. Y. Will Have 2 Million More Non-Whites By 1974

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Teacher Who ‘Passed’ Held For Manslaughter 
Former Chicago high schoolteacher 
Lawrence B. Jackson, 54, who “passed” 
as a white man for more than 30 years, 
was charged with involuntary man- 
slaughter by the Cook County grand jury 
in connection with the death of seven 
white persons who died in a fire last 
June at one of his tenement houses. In 
the first indictment of its kind in state pase 
history, Jackson was ordered held on Jackson 
$5,000 bond. Fingerprinted following a coroner’s inquest 
several months ago, the schoolteacher was linked to a 
“Lawrence Jackson,” an ex-convict and missing son of 
the late Rev. Moses H. Jackson, a former Virginia slave 
who years ago became Chicago’s first Negro Presbyterian 
minister. Later Jackson admitted his identity. 


Miss. Gov. Refuses To Ban NAACP Conference 
Mississippi Governor Hugh L. White refused to ban a 
meeting of the state’s NAACP conference slated for this 
week in Jackson despite the urging of state officials, who 
said they received numerous protests from white citizens 
against the holding of the meeting. State Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas Coleman asked the legislative committee on 
education to recommend the banning of the meeting. 








Va. White Man Fined $25, Occupied Negro Seat 


In Richmond, Clarence C. Johnson, 47-year-old 
treasurer of a Petersburg, Va., candy company, was 
fined $25 for refusing to leave a seat in the Jim Crow 
section of a baseball park. Contending that “many 
white spectators sat in the Negro section,” Johnson 
testified that he told the policemen he would move 
when “there were not enough seats for Negroes.” 
Earlier, he was fined $10 by a justice of peace but 
appealed the conviction. 
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Yesterday In Negro History 
November 7, 1909—The Knights of Peter Claver, the 
foremost association for Negro Catholic laymen, was 


organized in Mobile, Ala. 


November 8, 1938—Crystal Bird Fauset was elected 
to the Pennsylvania House of Representatives and 


became the first Negro 
woman ever elected to a 
state legislature. 
November 10, 1945—The 
Chicago Conference on 
Race Relations adopted a 
“Chicago Charter of Hu- 
man Relations,” outlining 
methods to eliminate the 
“widespread residential seg- 
regation” which caused 
ghettos.

France Gives Haile Selassie Royal Welcome 

Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia was welcomed to 
France with a 101-gun royal salute as he arrived at a 
Paris railroad station where he was met by the French 
President Rene Coty, then driven along a boulevard lined 
with 10,000 policemen to Elysee Palace, the French presi- 
dential residence. Later, President Coty presented Selassie 
with the Medaille Militaire and the Croix de Guerre avec 


Palmes in recognition of his “dignity, nobility and cour- |" 
age” in resisting Fascist aggression. The Ethiopian Em- 


peror also received a Renault automobile as a gift. 


U. S. Sends Aid To Haiti 
The republic of Haiti, where 
hurricane Hazel left 410 per- 
sons dead, 5,000 injured, and 
250,000 homeless and hungry, 
will receive large supplies of 
seeds for quick-growing food- 
stuffs as part of a new U. S. 
emergency aid program. U. S. 
Ambassador Roy Tasco Davis 
said U.S. aid “plus a little belt 
tightening” would help Haiti 
avert economic collapse. At 
the same time, American Red 
Cross officials sent aid to hun- 
dreds of victims of a landslide 
that followed the hurricane.

Two attractive, auburn-haired Chicago women and two 
men were arrested in Indianapolis, Ind., on charges of ob- 
scene conduct and sodomy while performing nude for a 
$2-a-head stag party at a Masonic Hall jammed with a 
standing-room-only crowd of 700 women, some of them 
schoolteachers, socialites and professional women.

Calling 
the proposed action “the first major attack,” Randolph, 
president of the AFL Sleeping Car Porters union, said the 
scrapping of the brotherhood lily-white membership poli- 
cies would benefit four of five Negro railroad workers. He 
said because of the restrictions only 50,000 of 250,000 Negro

Lawrence A. Davis, president of Arkansas A. M. and N.

Blam- 
ing the all-Negro school’s “problem” on the lack of “reason- 
ably adequate funds,” Davis blasted the legislative com- 
mittee’s criticism, saying: “No magic wand will erase the 
irrefutable fact that it takes more money than A. M. and 
N. College gets to operate efficiently.” 
























Negro Educators Call For United Integration Fight 

Declaring that “Negro educators cannot afford to be a 
party to any plan designed to nullify” the Supreme 
Court’s desegregation decision, 62 ranking southern Negro 
educators, meeting in Hot Springs, Ark., unanimously 
adopted a resolution calling for complete and immedi- 
ate compliance with the high court ruling. The resolu- 
tion, drafted by a committee which included Morehouse 
College president Benjamin E. Mays, Howard University 
professor Charles Thompson and Arkansas A. M. and N. 
College president Lawrence A. Davis, lashed out at the 
white South’s “fear” of racial integration.

A 35-year-old Memphis schoolteacher, Miss Erie H. 
Rose, who was arrested and fined $26 for refusing to 
move to a rear seat on a city bus, faced possible dismissal 
by school officials, who ordered “full inquiry” of the case. 
A teacher at the LaRose School for 11 years, Miss Rose 
testified that she “was embarrassed by repeated requests 
to move.” She said: “I know my rights. I felt that I 
had a right to sit there. There were school children 
on the bus.” 


Va. Whites Charter New Anti-Integration Group 

An all-white organization dedicated to fighting public 
school integration “by all honorable and legal means,” 
was chartered in Richmond, Va., by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission. The group, called The Defenders of 
State Sovereignty and Individual Liberties, already has 
13 chapters with about 2,000 members primarily from the 
state’s heavily Negro populated Fourth District. 
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Report Plot To Bomb New $200,000 Ala. School 
An Alexander City, Ala., Baptist minister Rev. M. Nunn, 
60, told police that a white man and a Negro asked him to 
help “bomb segregation out of existence” by blowing up a 
new $200,000 Negro high school. Rev. Nunn, who could 
not identify the two men, said he was told he had been 
picked “‘to tead the fight on segregation in this area.” He 
also said the bomb plot was part of a plan to be carried 
out in four other southern states. 
Mo. Whites Postpone Chili Supper Over Integration 
White parents of children at the Ridgeway School in 
Columbia, Mo., where 11 Negroes have enrolled for the 
first time, postponed their annual fund-raising chili sup- 
per because of the possibility that Negro parents might 
want to attend.

Gaston County School Superintendent Hunter Huss said 
about 10 students ride school buses to King’s Mountain 
High School, 15 miles away, and to an elementary school 
at Dallas, five miles away. Parents of the children de- 
manded that the county build a new school to replace 
the old one, which the state condemned. 


8 Of 10 St. Louis Pupils Favor Integration 

A survey of the 2,000 students at St. Louis’ all-Negro 
Vashon High School revealed that 80 per cent favor school 
integration. Reasons: 1) greater educational opportuni- 
ties; 2) shorter distances to school; 3) savings in school 
transportation costs. Fifteen per cent of the students op- 
posed integration for these reasons: 1) fear of bias by 
whites; 2) fear of racial conflicts; and 3) fear of restricted 
extra-curricular activities. Five per cent had no prefer- 
ence.

Wrestling alligators in the Florida Everglades may 
be rough, but it isn’t nearly as rough as fighting 
tigers hand-to-hand, especially tigers like Rocky Mar- 
ciano. And that’s why Toxey Hall is being nominated 
here as the nation’s most courageous man. A Chi- 
cago heavyweight, Toxey is regularly employed, at 
$25 a day plus expenses, as a Rocky Marciano spar- 
mate. 

On the surface, this may sound like another 
case of somebody boldly walking in where an- 
gels fear to tread. But hear this: Toxey has 
traded blows with Rocky in enough sparring 
sessions to make up a fight 500 rounds long; 
Rocky’s clubbing fists have decked the derrieres 
of Louis, Walcott, Charles—but he has floored 
Toxey only once! 

Toxey was working on his own fledgling career in 
Chicago early last year when Al Weill, Rocky’s man- 
ager, asked him to assist The Champ in training for 
his second bout with JJW. Reluctant at first, Toxey 
later decided that “at best boxing is a gamble any- 
way,” and why not live dangerously? So far, he 
hasn’t been hurt, but he admits that Rocky is as 
doggedly determined as Sgt. Friday and always gets 
his man in the end. 

A good friend as well as employer, Rocky is puzzled 
by this fearless, hard-as-nails guy, Hall. “I can’t 
figure you out, Toxey,” Rocky said once. “When you 
do get ready to fight for the championship, I hope 
I’m out of it.” Rocky need not worry. Toxey thinks 
he’d do all right, but believes a real fight with Rocky 
would cost him two whole years, which he can’t 
afford to pay right now.

headed a group of pros who could be bet solidly to win on 
most occasions, and to put on a good show every time out. 

Today’s story is a gloomy contrast. Only light heavy- 
weight champion Archie Moore dominates a division; the 
kids have forsaken gyms; the supply of outstanding pros- 
pects is short (notables: Floyd Patterson, Chuck Adkins) ; 
and modern-Negro boxers as often as not are guilty of 
“stinking out a house,” of giving birth to the boos. 

Obviously something is wrong with Negro boxers—in 
fact, more than something, several things. The wrongs 
can be listed in two categories: 1) those committed against 
them by managers, et al; 2) those committed against 
themselves and the 
long-suffering public 
by boxers. To en- 
large: Negro boxers 
are getting soft and 
“cutie-pie”; they are 
victims of callous 
managers and poor 
advice; they are vic- 
tims of the new TV 
age; and many of 
them are allergic to 
the hard work that 
begets real skill and 
success. 

With a few excep- 
tions, modern Negro 
boxers are  head- 
hunters who know 
few rudiments of the 
game. With them, it 
is either knock a guy 
out, get knocked out, 
or clinch. Clinching 
has become so com- 
mon that one ob-

a limit of two a round. Typical of Negro boxers who at- 
tempted to lead a class without passing entrance exams 
is Gil Turner, once a Philadelphia phenom, now a student 
of the Joe Louis jab. Gil also is a victim of the TV age. 

Ironically, television simultaneously has created millions 
of new boxing fans and devoured talented prospects by 
demanding too much too soon and too often. Hurricane 
Jackson, who blew into boxing and was quickly blown up 
as a “great” pugilist, is one example. He came “on stage” 
to the sound of a pitchman’s bark and faded out like a 
sore-throated high “C” the first time he was introduced 
to a journeyman fighter. 

Jackson also is typical of the poorly-managed fighter. His 
three managers fought harder over him than he fought 
opponents in the ring. Unfortunately, few smart Negro 
handlers can successfully make their way through the 
jungles of boxingdom, where lurk sharpies swinging queer 
deals, and too many white managers regard Negro fight- 
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ers as mere meal tickets. Cus D’Amato, manager of Pat- 
terson, is a notable exception. 

Compare the handling Al Weill gave Rocky Marciano 
to that most Negro fighters receive. Rocky is a rough cus- 
tomer, yet Al nursed him along, picked spots for him like 
a man searching for solid ground in an area marked 
“quick-sand.” But unlike too many other modern fight- 
ers, Rocky backed up his manager by working hard and 
taking advice. 

There is overwhelming evidence that Negro boxers of 
today are getting soft and cute. A Johnny Saxton boldly 
excuses a shameful exhibition by saying, “I fight for the 
benefit of Johnny Saxton.” The inference: the public can 
go hang! And while 
a Marciano or Pat- 
terson works like a 
stevedore to condi- 
tion himself proper- 
ly, many boxers are 
out golfing, having 
their hair processed, 
arranging dance 
tours, or making like 
Rubirosas. And, so 
help them, no early- 
morning roadwork 
will interfere with 
their dance routines. 

Admittedly there 
are many wrongs 
that Negro boxers 
are powerless to 
right, but nobody 
holds a .357 Mag- 
num on any fighter, 
ordering him to play 
pretty-boy. It must
